All 
trees are put up 10 to the bundle, except the largest size. 
Please order in units of 10 on all sizes except 6-8 ft., which 
may be ordered in units of 5. 


ON ORDERS TOTALLING 1,000 or more trees, we 
allow a quantity discount of 5% from the quoted prices.
